In Oslo, when I was there last 
week, there were a great many 
persons who had come very recent- 
ly from Berlin. Most of them were 
jubilant, a few of them extremely 
so. Without further explanation, 
also without hesitation, I have 
the greatest confidence in outlining 
the following as the four chief pro- 
posals Hitler made to Mussolini:

BUCHAREST, April 17 (AP).—

GOEBELS SAYS

Allies Admit It Is War to 
Smash Reich, Not Merely 
Hitlerism, He Tells Nazi

BERLIN, April 17 (AP).—All Ger- 
mans realize that this is a war for 
existence, Propaganda Minister 
Paul Joseph Goebbels said in an 
address tonight at a Nazi rally in 


Berlin’s big Sportspalast. 

Goebbels spoke in connection with 
a report on results of the German 
winter help campaign and Red 
Cross collections. 

The Allies now admit it is a fight 
to smash Germany, he declared, and 
“they no longer say they merely 
desire to crush Hitlerism.” 

“The British and French plutoc- 
racies for centuries have been able 
to control Europe because of inter- 
nal dissensions in Germany,” Goeb- 
bels said. “But now it is volks- 
krieg (war by the whole people) 
and every German knows that 
everything hangs in the balance.” 
Goebbels declared British Prime 
Minister Chamberlain hopes for a 
German internal revolt. But, he 
said: 

“We face htis war as a united 
people. We know that unity is the 
first necessity to attain the victory 
which we will win.” 

Britain and France, he said, can- 
not tolerate “a new, vital state with 
a social consciousness” in the heart 
of Europe and that is why they 
are fighting. 
Goebbels called the winter relief 
campaign the best expression of 
the unshakeable unity which he 
said Germany had found under 
Naziism.

KONGSBERG, Norway, April 17

This information reached me 
from such sources that its reliabil- 
ity can scarcely be questioned. It 
was stated that Hitler went so far 
as to urge Mussolini to land divi- 
sions in Barcelona and rush them 
to the French frontier even if Gen.

Hitler was all the time protesting 
that he did not want to fight 
It is understood that Mus- 
solini recoiled so strongly from the

But on the first three proposals 
Hitler did his utmost to try to con- 
vince Mussolini to take the plunge. 
Precisely what he offered the Ital- 
jans in return I was unable to learn, 
though it would seem that Egypt, 
Malta and perhaps Kenya would 
likely be included. 


It is reliably reported that Hitler’s 
salesmanship and bait fell pretty 
flat during the Brenner conversa: 
tions. Apparently Mussolini re- 
garded the proposed plan as so ex- 
plosive that it would immediately 
drag Italy into the war, and he 
was not ready to take the plunge. 
Disappointment among Nazi leaders 
has not entirely been concealed. In 
Oslo, too, one detected an under- 
current of disillusionment regard- 
ing Foreign Minister Count Gale- 
azzo Ciano on the part of many 
Germans. The explanation for this 
may well be due to the fact that 
Mussolini’s son-in-law is reported 
who

Mussolini in Doubt. 

In view of the recent flurry about 
the possibility of Italy’s being 
drawn into the conflict rapidly, as 
a result of Germany’s swift mill- 
tary occupation of Norway, the 
facts about the Brenner conversa- 
tion seem reassuring. It is diffi- 
cult to imagine that Mussolini now 
would hop off the fence onto the 
Nazi side while the development 
of the conflict in and around Nor- 
way remains so unpredictable. 

Many observers also believe that 
the drastic reduction of German 
sea power through the last week’s 
losses must certainly increase Mus- 
solini’s caution, since the fewer 
warships Germany has the more 
warships the Allies would have free 
with which to curb the Italian navy 
in the Mediterranean should neces- 
sity arise.

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP).—

This motion, after being overruled | 
by Judge Rowe, could be taken to) 
the Supreme Court on appeal, the 
court’s counsel said. 

Replying to this contention, the 
Post-Dispatch counsel declare that 
“under the pronouncements of this 
(the Supreme) Court, no such right 
to appeal exists; second, if it did 
exist, it would be inadequate; third, 
such a procedure would involve 
piecemeal consideration of the is- 
sues involved in the contempt case 
as between the corporate and the 
individual defendants.” 


Separate Proceedings. 


The individual ——s re- 
ferred to are Ralph Coghlan, éditor 
of the Post-Dispatch editorial page, 
whom Judge Rowe sentenced to 20 
days in jail and to pay a fine of 
$200; and Danijel R. Fitzpatrick, 
cartoonist, sentenced to 10 days in 
jail and fined $100.

The Court’s lawyers, the defense 
counsel charge, have based their 
argument on “the false premise 
hat the code of criminal procedure 
applies to proceedings for con- 
tempt.”

Mayor Hopeful That All Lines: 


Will Comply With 
Ordinance Soon. 


Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
told reporters today he hoped that 
all railways operating in St. Louis 
soon would be on the “railroad roll 


of honor” in which 
Post-Dispatch lists on its editorial 
page’® those which have announced 
steps to comply with the new smoke 
ordinance, 

Among the names the Mayor 
would like to see on the ‘list, he 
said, was that of Philip J. Watson, 
president of the Terminal Railroad 
Association, which unsuccessfully 
attempted to have the smoke law 
amended in its favor. 

A sixth railroad was added to the 
honor roll today when R. C. White, 
general manager of the Missouri 
Pacific, announced that the line 
had started using Arkansas smoke- 
less coal in its 11 coal-burning 
switch engines here. 

The new fuel would add to the 
cost of operating the engines, White 
said, as there will be a higher mine 
price and a longer haul, compared 
with Illinois coal. The railroad will 
use Arkansas coal on its through 
locomotives within the city limits 
and Illinois coal outside the city, 
he added. 

The Frisco and the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas railroads have al- 
ready begun complying with the 
smoke ordinance in their switching 
operations, and the Pennsylvania, 
Rock Island and Wabash lines have 
announced their intent to do so. In 
addition to the use of the smokeless 
coal in the coal-burning switch en- 
gines, the Missouri Pacific has also 
11 Diesel locomotives, which are 
capable of being operated 24 hours 
a day, as compared with eight hours 
for the coal burners.

CUT NEARLY HALF 
NOLTE ANNOUNCES 


Reduced $1,649,848 From 
$3,332,581 at Start of 
Last Fiscal Year, Comp- 
troller Reports. 


The city’s record municipal def- 
icit of $3,332,581 at the start of the 
last fiscal year was reduced to $1,- 
682,733 at the close of the fiscal 
period April 8, a reduction of $1,- 
649,848 or 49.5 per cent, Comptrol- 
ler Louis Nolte yesterday reported 
to Mayor Dickmann. The size of 
| the reduction was much greater 
than the Mayor had expected, his 
predictions having ranged from 
$750,000 to $1,000,000. 

The existing deficit is the lowest 
since April, 1936, when it was $863,- 
723, the smallest in the seven 
‘years of the Dickmann administra- 
tion. 
| The Mayor said today he was 
“much pleased” with the deficit re- 
jauction, and predicted that the def- 
‘icit would be eliminated entirely 
‘within three years if business con- 
ditions continued to improve. He 
| gave credit for the saving to the 
'co-operation of the eight depart- 
‘ments directly under his control, 
which accepted a 6 per cent cut in

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP).— 
Diplomatic relations between the 
‘United States and Iceland, sister 
‘kingdom of Nazi-occupied Denmark, 
went on a direct basis today. 

The arrangement was approved 

last night after Secretary of State 
Hull received a message from the 
Prime Minister of Iceland, Herman 
Jonasson, stating that the country 
‘was anxious to deal directly with 
|the United States. 
- Hull responded that the “Ameri- 
can Government is agreeable in the 
existing circumstances to the es- 
tablishment of Icelandic representa- 
tion.” He said it was hoped that a 
consular Office soon could be 
opened at Reykjavik, Iceland’s capi-

TWO MORE TYPHOID DEATHS 
AT MANTENO, ILL., ASYLUM 


MANTENO, Ill, April 17 (AP).— 


Two deaths at the Manteno State 


Hospital were attributed to typhoid 
fever yesterday, raising the total 
ascribed to the disease to 63 since 
last July. 

Coroner A. E. Kerger reported

NLRB’s Biggest Election. 


DETROIT, April 17 (AP). — A 
year-long fight between CIO and 
AFL automobile workers unions 
for dominance in General Motors 
Corporation plants culminated to- 
day in National Labor Relations 
Board elections involving nearly 
137,000 employes. 

The workers cast their ballots 
at polling places inside the plants. 
Most of them marked their pref- 
erence either for the United Auto- 
mobile Workers (CIO), the United 
Automobile Workers (AFL), or 
“neither.” In individual depart- 
ments of a few plants, pattern 
makers’ and cie sinkers’ unions, 
both AFL organizations, were on 
the ballot. . 

The election was the largest ever 
attempted by the NLRB, with more 
than twice as many eligible work- 
ers as cast ballots in a Chrysler 
Corporation poll several months 
ago which the CIO union won by 
a large majority. 

The elections in 59 plants were 
arranged by the NLRB after the 
corporation and unions agreed to 
stipulations on them. 

Another development in the 
struggle betwee. CIO and AFL 
unions came on the eve of the elec- 
tion. Postal officials in Detroit an- 
nounced that mail impounded here 
a year ago when ranks of the Au- 
tomobile Workers’ Union were

NO MORE HORSE THIEVES. 
The Gumbo (Mo.) Protective Association has gone 
out of business, and thus is recorded another sign 
of our swiftly changing times. It was a vigilante 
group organized in 1906 to war on horse thieves, 
which. may have a humorous connotation today, but 
was serious business in all rural districts only a 
generation or 80 ago. 
For the horse thief was an enemy of society whose 
counterpart does not exist today. An auto thief is a 
gentleman compared with that frontier felon, to 
whom no milder epithet than “ornery skunk” was 
ever applied. The horse, in an earlier agrarian 
America, was the mainstay for field labor, transport 
and communication. Its theft meant not only finan- 
cial loss, but isolation for a family and almost the 
equivalent of a dear friend’s abduction. Law-en- 
forcement authorities were necessarily slow-moving, 
so farmers united for self-protection. And it was not 
surprising if sometimes they dealt out rough justice 
when the galloping posse overhauled the criminal. 
Of late years, wherever anti-horse thief groups 
survived, they were purely social groups. A rousing 
chase after that prime villain of frontier balladry, the 
“dirty hoss thief,” is rare today, so the Gumbo farm- 
ers, with a motorized highway patrol to keep their 
autos and tractors secure, decide to disband.

Mr. Hawkins says he is not a candidate for the 
permanent superintendency.

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RAILROAD ROLL OF HONOR. 

Yesterd we began a new-roll of honor for St. 
Louis. is‘ was a roll of the railroads which have 
come forward to notify St. Louis of their desire to 
meet the requirements of the railroad section of 
the new smoke elimination ordinance. 

As the honor roll was making its first appearance, 
three other railroads announced either’ their com- 
pliance or their intention of accepting the regu'.- 
tions laid down in the ordinance. 

The M.-K.-T, reported the replacement of the last 
coal-burning locomotive in its Baden yard with an 
oil-burner. This gives the Katy five oil-burners in 
its St. Louis yard. Its other St. Louis operations 
have had oil-produced power for some time. 

The Wabash, its co-receiver, Norman B. Pitcairn, 
announced, will take steps to bring its operations 
within the ordinance. 

The Rock Island is replacing its smoky coal-burn- 
ing switch engines with oil-burners, one of which is 
already in operation in its yard here. This was 
announced by Kepler Johnson, Rock Island terminal 
superintendent, who said that the Rock Island's pas- 
senger trains in and out of St. Louis now run by 
Diesel-electric power, while four out of five of its 
freight engines are using oil. 

Today the Missouri Pacific announced that it will 
henceforth fire its 11 coal-burning engines with 
smokeless Arkansas anthracite. This railroad now 
has 11 Diesel switch engines in St. Louis.

N keeping with our consistent friendship

State Register urges Southern Illinois coal 
operators to give most careful consideration 
to the danger of losing one of their best 
cash customers—St. Louis, Mo. The Board 
of Aldermen of St. Louis, having adopted a 
very drastic anti-smoke ordinance, is plac- 
ing what is tantamount to a ban on South- 
ern Illinois bituminous coal because it pro- 
duces so much smoke. 

St. Louis coal consumers, rather than in- 
stall smoke consumers, are turning to other 
fields, principally Arkansas, for anthracite 


proposals of Arkansas anthracite mine own- 
ers and the Frisco Railroad to supply St. 
Louis with 500,000 or more tons of anthra- 
cite for next winter. 

Expressing the sentiment of St. Louis, 
the Post-Dispatch of that city says that St. 
Louisans “would much prefer to limit our 
source of fuel supply to the neighboring 
Illinois fields, bound to us by many eco- 
nomic ties. Moreover,” it adds, “when the 
permanent solution for the smoke problem 
is worked out, it seems certain that the 
great bulk of the fuel burned in St. Louis 
will come, as it has for so many years, from 
across the river.” 

In keeping with the ordinance, the St. 
Louis Council is being urged to make avail- 
able a large supply of smokeless fuel at 
reasonable prices, so that Illinois operators 
are being asked to set up processing plants. 
One is already in operation and others are

“If and when,” says the Post-Dispatch, 
“Illinois can furnish St. Louis with smoke- 
less fuel at a reasonable price, St. Louis will 
buy it. Besides, even though the Arkansas 
anthracite deal goes through on schedule, 
St. Louis will continue to remain a great 
market for Illinois coal to be burned with 
mechanical equipment.” 

Illinois hereby acknowledges the con- 
structive and friendly spirit of St. Louis 
as expressed by the editor of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, In that same spirit, the State 
Register passes this information and this 
exhortation along to the coal operators of 
Illinois in general and of Southern Illinois 
in particular, pledging co-operation to meet 
the situation which we hope will develop to 
the health: and happiness of our St. Louis 
neighbors and to the happiness and eco- 
nomic development of our “black diamond” 
fields of sun-kissed “Egypt.” 


Will Hitler Bomb LondonP 


Col. J. C. Wedgwood, 67-year-old member of Par- 
liament, made a bet of £5 with another member 
of Parliament on the day war broke out that no 
bomb would fall on London in the first six montis 
of war. The London Daily Express asked Col. 
Wedgwood if he would extend his bet for a further 
six months, The article below is his answer. 


XASPERATED by the terror propagan- 

da on the Labor bench below the gang- 
way, I betted Dick Stokes of Ipswich an 
even fiver that no bomb would drop on Lon- 
don for six .months. 

My exasperation now is that I did not get 
the long odds any of the fearful would have 
given me. 

It had been whispered that the first Ger- 
man air raid would leave 200,000 casualties 
in London, For the whole week before war, 
evacuation was screamed by authority, and 
for the first time in British history, panic 
became a virtue. We are paying for that 
panic at the rate of £100,000,000 a year for 
Air Raid Protection, 500 lives a month in 
blackout accidents and the financial ruin of 
half London. 


On Friday, Sept. 1, all M. P.’s received 
from the whips the intimation that Parlia- 
ment too was to be evacuated to a verv 
secret unknown spot. 

Others beside myself refused to go. J 
remember telling the Conservative chief 
whip that, when I did know where they 
were running to, I would do my best to let 
Hitler know, so that he might bomb them. 

Once before at the beginning of a war, 
I warned the House it would last three 
years and could only be ended by a revolu- 
tion in Germany. This time I gave it longer, 
scoffed at the scuttle of the rich, and told 
them that I would not hedge my bet—that 
there would be no bombing of London. 

Why? Because (a) there is no better de- 
fended city. 

(b) Paris is nearer to Germany.

(c) Air raids have a tonic effect on Brit- 
ish public opinion. 

(d) A raid big enough to dislocate this 
country would use petrol they want to con- 
serve against serious warfare. 

(e) Retaliation is easier for us—100 miles 
to go instead of 800. 

(f) We are too far from Germany for 
fighters to accompany their bombers. 

(g) Balloons are a pretty deadly threat 
to aimed bombing. 

(h) Hitler profits by fear of his “blitz- 
krieg” and “secret weapon,” and would give 
the show away if he changed from threats 
to action. 

You ask me if I would extend the bet for 
a further six months. My answer this 
time is No. 

Because I now hope that I should lose. 
All I know now is that the Germans will 
not bomb us unless we bomb them.

Why should Hitler bomb us? 

So long as we continue to spend £100,000,- 
000 a year on evacuation and blackout; so 
long as we continue to keep an immense 
mobilized army in the Near East, costing us 
at least another hundred million a year; so 
long as we continue to spend the same sum 
building monster battleships and aircraft 
carriers which Ajax and high-speed planes 
have rendered obsolete before they have 
left the slips; so long as we continue to take 
away for idleness in the army, at home and 
in France, men who are needed at work for 
the export trade; so long as Hitler has 
everything to gain by delay—we do his work 
for him. 

One can never be quite sure of what 
Hitler will do, but I no more think that he 
will invade Holland than that he will bomb 
London, and I am quite certain he would 
regard as something worse than blasphemy 
the actual killing of a Swede. Swedish fear 
of German invasion is the falsest of political 
fakes,

OW do you manage air swal- 
lowing, “burping” and regurgi- 
tation in infants?

Air swallowing and “burping” go 
together and are common difficul- 
ties. As a matter of fact, air swal- 
lowing probably is due in most 
cases to excessive vigor on the part 
of the baby rather than an alarm- 
ing habit. A strong baby sucks vo- 
raciously and noisily on the nipple, 
holding it tightly in his mouth and 
refusing to allow removal. Soon the 
vacuum within the bottle equals the 
sucking power of the infant, the 
formula ceases to flow, air enters 
the infant’s mouth between lips 
and nipple. Part of this air is swal- 
lowed, part enters the bottle and 
the process is repeated. The dis- 
tended stomach, filled with air and 
formula, at first satisfies the in- 
fant and he stops nursing before 
emptying the bottle. 

Unless he “burps,” the infant 
soon has acute discomfort and may 
show this by flexing thighs on ab- 
domen and crying out and so dis- 
rupts the household. To allow the 
air bubble to escape from the stom- 
ach, the mother holds the infant 
vertically against her shoulder and 
pats the infant’s back. Chronic air 
swallowers should be “burped” 
three or four times this way dur- 
ing each feeding because if not 
“burped” until the feeding is com- 
pleted, the baby may bring up much 
of the feeding along with the air 
bubble. 

The question of the regurgitation 
of a small amount of food after 
each feeding may worry a mother 
considerably, although it is of no 
consequence if the rate of weight 
gain and development is quite ade- 
quate,

WHAT IS THE cause of persist- 
ently discharging ears? : 

In children who have had an ear 
infection which has partially sub- 
sided but continues to discharge a 
little bit, one should think of these 
things: 

First, the possibility of associat- 
ed mastoiditis. In an acute middle 
ear infection the discharge should 
diminish in a few days and cease 
at the end of one to three weeks. 
If it does not.do so and there is 
persistent temperature and tender- 
ness over the mastoid bone, annoy- 
ing pain or headache, mastoiditis 
is almost a certainty and much 
trouble can be saved by facing the 
necessity for a simple surgical 
drainage of the mastoid cells. 

Chronic discharge of the ear may 
be due to neglected acute dle 
ear infection and often ingfate 
the presence of an infectivd’focus 
in the throat, at the throat end of 
the Eustachian tube, from adenoids, 
tonsils or nasal sinuses. It will sub- 
side on removal of the infective 
focus, 

These two causes are in the ma- 
jority as factors in chronic suppu- 
rating ears. Sometimes an over- 
whelming infection will cause a 
persistent discharge.

OU can make or break a par-

and it’s because most cooks 


don’t know how good parsnips can 
be that they aren’t better. When 
properly cooked they have a deli- 
cate flavor and a mealy tenderness 
that are not in the least like any 
other familiar vegetable. 

Since parsnips are one of the 


least expensive vegetables, it’s 
worth while to take pains with 
them. In the first place, they 
should not be cut too small be- 
cause like any other vegetable they 
lose vitamins and minerals from 
their cut surfaces. If you cut them 
lengthwise rather than across, in 
halves or quarters, you cut across 
the fewest possible of the fibrous 
“veins” (fibrovascular bundles) 
through whose cut ends the juices 
leak out. Then cook them until 
tender in a small amount of salted 
water; drain, sprinkle very lightly 
with sugar, 
until delicately browned. Butter is 
important for flavor; use plenty of 
it with your parsnips. 

The same suggestion about cut- 
ting lengthwise to save food values 
applies to other vegetables, such as 
carrots and turnips. You'll find

HOLLYWOOD, April 17. 
N its annual survey of the world 
market (which isn’t staggering so 
dizzily as Hollywood would have 


,you believe), Warner Brothers’ for- 
seign department has come up with 


some interesting oddities about 
movie-going habits in remote sec- 
tions of the globe. 

Despite blackouts and mined ter- 
ritorial waters and political bans 
on the Hollywood product in and 
around Europe, some _ 150,000,000 
people outside the United States 
are still stepping up to the wickets 
each week to buy movie tickets— 
and a goodly share of this entertain- 
ment still filters in to those coun- 
tries from the American screen 
capital. 


Take Iceland, for instance. That _ 


country represents the northern- 
most point at which Hollywood 
films are shown. There are ten 
theaters now operating, with an 


average seating capacity of from. 


175 to 350. The largest theater 
seats 700. Two of them have Amer- 
ican sound equipment. 

Although Germany, France and 
England, whose films Iceland also 
buys, are much closer to her than 
America, 85 per cent of all pictures 
shown carry the Hollywood brand. 
Errol Flynn, Mickey Rooney, Bette 
Davis, Edward G, Robinson and 
Shirley Temple are the top favor- 
ites there, Pictures are shown 
from two to four times a week, 
varying with the fishing seasons 
which regulate the flow of life 
in that harsh country.

Disproportionately large hips are 
a frequent figure defect, and until 
they are corrected through specific 
exercises and diet, the woman who 
has them should use every artifice 
to hide them.

A broad shoulder line balances 
wide hips.

Finesse Heart

é EAR Mr. Culbertson: The 
J) inciosea hand, which came 
up the other night, may 
have some interest for you and 
your readers, of whom I am one: 
“South, dealer. 
“North-South vulnerable,

“The bidding: 
South.- West. 
1 spade Pass

“Properly played, the hand, althe 
bid in a suit, resolves itself into a 
no trump on the lead of the first 
card. 

“On the double from East, which 
I think is a sound one (it would be 
very sound if the three of diamonds 
were the king of hearts), a thought- 
ful declarer would visualize East's 
holding as just about what it is. I 
looked for the heart king singleton 
or doubleton, however. 

“A low club was led and wor 
with the king. I, without sufficient 
thought, now led the king of 
spades from my hand, West show« 
ing out. A trump to the ace was 
followed by the ten of spades and 
then the queen of hearts, East, part- 
ly because she didn’t have the king, 
anyhow, did not cover, and, foré 
tunately, I pulled up my socks in 
time and played the ace. The rest 
of the trumps were led out, picking 
up those in the East hand. Now a 
lead of a low heart puts the hand 
on ice. The diamonds are stopped 
when led by the opponents, and the 
ace of clubs is entry for the hearts 
after the king is forced out. The 
safe way to play the hand, of 
course, is to suspect East of holding 
the five trumps and to lead to the 
ace of trumps and play out all the 
trumps immediately and then lead 
the ace and a low heart. This 
would be foolproof in case East 
had a void in hearts.

The suggested proper line of play 
on this hand is a splendid example 
of taking a direct line for one’s con- 
tract, with a minimum of “fooling 
around” in quest of extra tricks, 
The crux, of course, is to decline 
the heart finesse, even though 
East’s double would lead almost 
every declarer to hope or suspect 
that the heart king was in a 
finessable position. Suppose it was? 
What of it? South would still have 
to handle the diamonds, and the 
trump situation being what it was, 
this would be no easy task. Thus, 
the only sensible view was to disre< 
gard the position of the heart king, 
to convert the hand into a no 
trumper and be ready to concede 
two diamond tricks and the heart 
king. 

The difficulty with such hands 
does not lie with fulfilling the cone 
tract. It is entirely involved with 
the cupidity of many players who 
go looking for extra tricks, even 
on doubled contracts, when such 
extra tricks are almost impossible 
to snare,

murdered: A certain percentage of 
the murderers have been captured 
and put on trial at an appalling 
cost of time and treasure. Of these 
only a pitifully small percentage 
has been convicted. 

“Consequently the annual toll .of 
over 10,000 murders will go on and 
on until something is done to put 
a stop to it. The only thing that 
can stop it is for honorable and in- 
telligent juries like this one before 
me to show their true patriotism. 
If each one does its duty by the 
law the crime habit will end. 

“It pains me, as it will pain you, 
to demand a death sentence for a 
fellow citizen. This trial is bound 
to be laborious and often tiresome, 
for we are going to give the de- 
fendant every opportunity to de- 
fend himself, with every protection 
by the Court, and with the tre- 
mendous advantage of the brilliant 
attorney who will defend him. 

“Why do we do this? It is the 
law. But the defendant, as we 
shall prove to you, sentenced an- 
other fellow-American to death 
without trial and shot him dead 
without giving him a chance _ to 
speak one word in self defense. 
Hugo Ryder gave Martin Yorke no 
trial, no jury, no attorney, not 
even the benefit of a doubt or any 
assumption of innocence.
